JC: He won on his merits. Off the record, your write-up this year 
was superlative and I'll tell you why. He and the Ambassador to 
Indonesia, Marshall Green --from the very beginning, every single 
person voted for them. It's very easy for an ambassador who has just 
been given a big appointment to be in the running--it's very romantic 
and sexy--but it's very hard for a guy who is in your business. 


RSW: Undoubtedly, I will be the guy to handle this. [__ is STATINTL 
will be away at the Federal Executive Institute. His right hand, 
STATINTL [___ ] will join me and probably will have most of the daily staff 
work to do. We don't have an information staff like most agencies, so 
we are going to have to do the whole bit. The Director will reply to 
your letter I am sure. 


JC: We will want you to attend the meeting on 28 April at the Brookings 
Institution, Room 106, 12:00 p.m., Luncheon, about two hours. We are 
having an informal reception for Colonel White and the rest of them on 
the 2ith of April.
